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MOORESVILLE 


When you visit Ala- 
bama’s most famous post 
Office at Mooresville, you 
don’t have to worry about 
watching for traffic lights, 
slipping on steep steps or 
remembering combi- 
nations to tightly-locked 
metal call boxes, 

Reason: There aren’t 
any. 

Set between two thriv- 
ing cities, Decatur and 
Huntsville, Mooresville is 
a pocket of tradition fea- 
turing ante-bellum man- 
sions, quaint cottages and 
the original post office 
which has served one of 
Alabama’s oldest incorpo- 
rated towns for almost 150 
years, 

North Alabama pioneers 
took rough-hewn timbers 
and built their own post 
office. Many of their de- 
scendants still pick up mail 
from the same wooden 
boxes used by the first 
residents who rented them, 

Chartered in 1818, 
Mooresville has boasted 
many famous residents in- 
cluding Thomas Bibb, 
second governor of Ala- 
bama, 

Bibb built Belle Mina, 
one of Mooresville’s hand- 
somest homes, in 1826, Its 
massive columns have cen- 
ters of enduring poplar 
logs. 

Two other town land- 
marks are Leftwich House 
and McCrary House. Built 
in 1840, the McCrary 
mansion has an outside 
kitchen and a log smoke- 
house. Once a general 
store, the two storied Left- 
wich was reconstructed in 
the 1940’s, 

Mooresville also has 
many smaller cottages and 
several famous churches, 
Most of the cottages look 
much as they did a century 
ago. 

General James A, Gar- 
field preached several 
sermons in one of the 
town’s white framed 
churches during the War 
Between the States. He 
later became the 20th 
president of the United 
States, Visitors can see 
Garfield’s Bible inside the 
church, which was the first 
of Christ es- 
in Alabama,

Church, hbuilt- about 1830, 
has a separate gallery once 
used by s .

That bottle of household 
ammonia under the kitchen 
sink, the permanent wave 
lotion on the stool in the 
bathroom and the soft drink 
bottle full of gasoline on 
the back porch are all as 
dangerous as a container 
marked POISON--if a child 
gets to them, 

“This is something we 
warn people about day after 
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J 
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day,” says Talmadge 
Balch, Auburn University 
pesticide specialist. ‘But 
I guess it’s just like pour~ 
ing water on a duck’sback, 
because we still have more 
than 3,000 accidental poi- 
sonings in Alabama each 
year, 

Fortunately, only a 
small number of these are 
recorded among the more 
than 1,600 accidental pol- 
soning deaths in the United 
States each year, 

What does the Extension 
Service specialist suggest 
to prevent some of these 
needless accidents? 

“Make sure the most 
common household chem- 
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icals such as soaps and 
detergents, silver and 
brass polishes, disinfec- 
tants and other type 
cleaners are stored where 
children can’t reach 
them,” he says. 


Seventy-five per cent of 
Alabama’s accidental pol- 
sonings occur among chil- 
dren who are | to 4 years 
old. 


Balch also suggests 
never storing poisonous 
substances with or near 
food. In a hurry, you might 
pick up the poison instead 
of flavoring or the roach 
powder instead of baking 
soda, 
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Farm Families 
Spend Less 


For Groceries 


Farm families aren’t 
growing as much of their 
own food as they once did, 
but it’s still enough tomake 
a big difference in the 
weekly grocery bill, 

This fact was shown in 
recent studies conducted by 
the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture com- 
paring food costs cf 
urbanites with those of 
farm families, 

Dorothy Overbey, Ex- 
tension consumer edu- 
cation specialist, notes that 
urban households spent an 
average of $11 per person 
per week for food, com- 
pared to $9 for farm fami- 
lies, 


The value of food used 
at home accounted for about 
half the difference, the 
value of food used away 
from home the other half,

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home by farm households 
was home-produced, Miss

To Be Used 


Testing Eggs 


Some eggshells, it 
seems, break more easily 
than others. 

The Agricultural Re- 
search Service has come 
up with an experimental 
device, called a backscat- 
ter gage, to measure the 
fragility of an eggshell. 

This device analyzes the 
eggshell’s fragility by fir- 
ing beta energy at the egg 
and counting the energy 
which bounces back, If the 
shell is rugged and thick, 
most of the energy bounces 
back, making a large num- 
ber of counts on a Geiger- 
Muller counter, 

The backscatter gage 
could help poultry breeders 
establish lines of laying 
hens that produce better- 
protected eggs, 

Break-resistance would 
improve the efficiency of 
mechanical handling equip- 
ment, In 1965 about three 
per. cent of more than 62 
billion eggs marketed were 
broken before reaching the 
consumer,
